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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  annual  report 
on  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1954.  My  appoint¬ 
ment  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  dates  from  6th  July, 
following  on  the  resignation  of  Dr.  E.  Taylor. 

The  birth  rate,  less  than  in  1953,  is  well  below  the 
national  average.  There  were  five  infant  deaths,  giving  a 
Mortality  Rate  of  26.  Four  infant  deaths  occurring  within 
the  first  week  of  life  were  due  to  causes  which  are  at  present 
least  amenable  to  medical  science  and  skill. 

The  total  deaths  in  the  district  numbered  174,  only  20 
of  which  related  to  persons  under  45  years-of-age,  and  over 
half  the  total  deaths  were  attributable  to  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulatory  system. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  low,  and  par¬ 
ticularly  gratifying  was  the  continued  absence  of  diphtheria, 
and  the  marked  reduction  in  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year.  There  was  no  notified  case  of  food  poison¬ 
ing  in  1954. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  throughout 
the  year,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  ever-willing  help 
and  co-operation.

Hospital  services  are  provided  and  maintained  through 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Hospital  Management  Com¬ 
mittee  without  regard  to  local  authority  boundaries.

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SECTION  C. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  disease  notified  was  169,  a  slight 
decrease  from  1953,  but  the  total  again  includes  increases  in  the 
numbers  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  and  Dysentery.  The  dysentery 
cases  occurred  during  mild  outbreaks  of  Sonnei  dysentery  at  two 
children’s  nurseries. 

No  case  of  food  poisoning  occurred  and  for  the  fifth  successive 
year  diphtheria  made  no  appearance.

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SECTION  D. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Royton  Urban  District  Council 

Sir, 


I  have  again  the  honour  to  submit  the  annual  report 
relating  to  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  and  the 
work  carried  out  during  the  year  1954. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  affecting  the 
department  was  the  de-control  of  meat  resulting  in  the  re¬ 
adaptation  and  licencing  of  three  private  slaughterhouses,  all 
of  which  cater  for  wholesale  trading.  Whilst  the  contem¬ 
plated  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  meat  produced  has 
been  attained,  it  is  important  to  ensure  that  the  meat  is 
sound  and  free  from  disease.  The  amount  of  meat  inspection 
has  considerably  reduced  the  time  devoted  to  ordinary 
sanitary  inspection  work.  The  resumption  of  housing  work, 
particularly  relating  to  Slum  Clearance,  and  proposed  new 
legislation  affecting  food  premises  and  smoke  abatement  will 
mean  a  decided  increase  in  inspection  work  and  administra¬ 
tion  in  the  department.  Since  July,  while  efforts  have  been 
made  to  carry  out  as  full  an  inspection  as  possible  at  the 
slaughterhouses  and  to  deal  with  urgent  matters  arising,  a 
large  amount  of  routine  inspection  work  has  not  had  the 
attention  required. 

May  I  express  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  other 
Officials,  my  thanks  for  their  help  and  co-operation  through¬ 
out  the  year.

Public  Cleansing

Under  the  scheme  for  the  free  provision  of  dustbins, 
the  number  of  bins  supplied  in  1954  was  416.  During  the 
year  the  scheme  was  extended  to  include  provision  to  all  rated 
premises  for  domestic  refuse.

To  secure  the  remedy  of  these  defects,  62  informal 
notices  and  1  statutory  notice  were  served  upon  owners  or 
agents,  in  addition  to  numerous  interviews.

Shops  and  Offices 

161  visits  were  made  under  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  on 
behalf  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  relating  to  hours  of 
employment  of  young  persons  and  the  health  and  comfort  of 
shop  workers.  Reports  on  all  visits  were  forwarded  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 

No  action  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  was  taken 
relating  to  conditions  in  offices,  i.e.,  ventilation,  sanitary 
conveniences,  etc. 

Camping  Sites  (other  than  Military) 

No  sites  were  used  for  this  purpose  for  any  extended 
period,  making  the  issue  of  licenses  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  unnecessary. 

Smoke  Abatement 

12  observations  of  factory  chimneys  were  taken  during 
the  year,  and  the  management  of  firms  interviewed  when 
found  necessary. 
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Two  lead  peroxide  gauges  are  installed  in  the  area 
under  the  joint  scheme  of  adjoining  authorities  for  the 
investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

Swimming  Baths 

The  public  swimming  baths  in  the  centre  of  the  district 
continued  to  be  well  patronised.  The  filtered  and  chlorinated 
water  was  tested  at  frequent  intervals  for  the  determination 
of  the  efficiency  of  treatment. 

Verminous  premises 

Two  houses  were  disinfested  with  Hydrogen  Cyanide 
by  a  fumigation  contractor  on  behalf  of  the  owners. 

Rodent  Control 

80  premises  were  inspected.  Rat  and  mice  infestations 
were  dealt  with  at  19  premises  during  the  year. 

Two  maintenance  treatments  of  the  sewers  in  the 
district,  involving  the  baiting  and  poisoning  of  110  man-holes 
were  completed  during  the  year,  and  good  results  obtained. 

Schools 

The  result  of  visits  made  did  not  require  any  special 

action.

None  of  these  specified  trades  exist  in  the  area.

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SECTION  F. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Milk  Supply 

From  the  1st  January,  1954,  Royton  was  included  in 
the  new  Specified  Area  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  All 
milk  is  now  sold  in  sealed  bottles  under  special  designation, 
the  County  Council  being  responsible  for  the  administration. 

Apart  from  local  producers  there  are  61  milk  purveyors 
registered  to  sell  milk  in  the  district.  4  dairy  premises  are 
registered. 

The  supervision  of  the  production  of  milk  at  all  dairy 
farms  was  taken  over  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  on  the 
1st  October,  1949. 

The  local  authority  remains  responsible  for  administer¬ 
ing  the  regulations  with  regard  to  the  retailing  of  milk.

The  method  of  disposal  was  by  burning  or  burying  on 
the  Council  refuse  tip. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 

Following  the  decontrol  of  meat  and  livestock, 
slaughtering  of  animals  in  Roy  ton  resumed  on  the  3rd  July 
after  an  interval  of  14  years.  A  decision  was  made  to  license 
three  private  wholesale  slaughterhouses,  all  of  which  neces¬ 
sitated  considerable  adaption  and  re-conditioning.  Owing  to 
the  short  time  available  before  decontrol,  schedules  of  require¬ 
ments  had  to  be  prepared  and  the  necessary  work  expedited. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  carry  out  as  full  an  inspec¬ 
tion  of  meat  as  possible.  The  total  number  of  visits  to 
slaughterhouses  was  703.

Forty-seven  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and 
sale  of  ice  cream  and  kept  under  supervision.  50  visits  were 
made.
